Even whilc'fighting this big war, our peo- 


ple arc not losing sight of the fact that 
sooner or later it is going to be over and 
there will be the renewed problem ot making 
a normal living.

SEA POWER 


Navy Secretary Forrestall has come out 


with a demand for retention of a strong navy 
after the war by ourselves and our allies. 
It is a good time to think about that, in view 
of our record. 


Theodore Roosevelt was the first Ameri- 


can leader in modern decades to renew the 
old American principle, "be strong on the 
sea." 
When he came to power, at the begin- 


ning of this century, our navy had fallen into 
decay. He strengthened it considerably. It 
was not, however, until the present war, that 
our navy became truly great, surpassing that 
of the British Navy and making itself an 
instrument of world power. 


"Such power," explains Secretary Forre- 


stall in a report to the President "is not incon- 
sistent with plans for international collabo- 
ration, because our contribution to world 
peace must be threefold. We must partici- 
pate in a society of nations dedicated to a 
peaceful, just and decent ordering of world 
affairs. We must be willing to fight, if neces- 
sary, for a world order in which our way of 
life can endure. We must retain the weapons 
with which to fight if we must, because the 
means to conduct war must be in the hands 
of those who hate war. A powerful navy Is 
therefore indispensable." 


In answer to the question why, with what 


is now the latest navy in the world, we 
must build more ships this year and next 
year and the year after that, Mr. Forrcstall 
explains that we must forearm ourselves 
againts heavy losses likely to be inflicted by 
Japan both ai sea and in the air. Sujwriority 
must be maintained.

I wish Bomeoro who understands frenzied 


finance would explain to me how Henry Ktlser, 
who was never before a shipbuilder, never before 
a steel manufacturer, never before had plant and 
equipment for manufacturing magnesium or fcrro- 
silicon suddenly blossoms forth as an expert In all 
those fields and Is set un by the government of the 
United States lo operate In them without putting 
up what would teem to be adequate capital of his 
own. 


Let me cite the figures »s they appear in the 


record: 


The R.F.C. has loaned Kaiser Company, Inc., 


* corporation with only a reported 5100,000 capital 
Issue, a total of $111,803.000. Approximately $100,- 
000,000 of this amount was used for erecting a 
steel mill at Kontana. California; SKOOO.OOO was 
used for ore deposits, and the balance for working 
capital. The loan is stated to have lieen made at 
the request of the War Production Board and is 
secured by a rrjorU'agc on the properly and the 
assignment of certain fees lo accrue from the 
Maritime Commission for shipbuilding in 
three 
shipyards. 


Up to January 30, 57.500,000 has been paid In 


from ship fees, but $2,500,000 was allocated for ad- 
ditional improvements, leaving a net payment cf 
55.000,000. In addition-to the plant, the company 
has a working cftpital of approximately 515,000,- 
000 from the R.F.C. loan. The company is rC' 
portpd to be operating about even, without allow- 
ing anything for interest or depreciation—which 
means that by any proper bookkeeping must be 
operating at g loss. 


It would seem to me from these figures that 


this curious business is a total government enter- 
prise in competition with private enterprise, that 
the Henry Kaiser, Inc.'s investment of 5100.000 in 
a $111,805,000 enterprise is nominal, and that con- 
sequently the losses, if any, must be taken by the 
American taxpayer. 


But what puzzles me is that If the United States 


needed a steel plant (it Monlana, California, and 
had to invest this huge sum in such a plant, why 
did it not go to an experienced steel producer? 
There are about 100 steel manufacturing com- 
panies in the United Slates with a huge personnel 
trained, skilled and habituated in the production 
of steel and its products. Until Henry Kaiser ob- 
tained these enormous loans ho had been a front 
man for a group of construction contractors and 
thence movc4 into shipbuilding. Why were these 
particular loans made to him of all people? 


Anil here is another item: The R.F.C. loaned 


Kaiser Cargo. Inc.. 51,000,000 to purchase an air- 
plane plant at Bristol, Pennsylvania. 1 understand 
that this plant has not done much and that the 
balance due on this loan as of January 30, is 5736,- 


And here is another item: The R.F.C. loaned 


Permanentc Metals Corporation, another 
Kaiser 


company, $28,475.000 to build a magnesium plant, 
a fcrro-silicpn plant, and a dolomite calcining 
plant in California. The loan is secured by a mort- 
gage on the property and the assignment of cer- 
tain shipbuilding fees from three shipyards. 
The 


balance owed as of January 30 is S24,100.000. The 
plant is said to have lost considerable money for 
which the shin fees have been used toward pay* 
ment. The ship fees arc paid to the Kaiser Com- 
pany by the government of the United Stales. 


So Henry Kaiser's enterprises have received 


from the government for those three items a total 
of 5143,780.000 In the form of loans for industrial 
activities in fields In which he had no prior ex- 
perience and practically no investment, that none 
of these enterprises lias been financially successful: 
that they have been aided by ship fees paid to 
Kaiser enterprises by the government and that in 
the end. the R.F.C. must be left holding the bag.

"Af Century's Turn"

One of the most spectacular 


fires In Kingston was that ot Sat- 
urday evening, June 4, 1927, 
which damaged the city hall on 
Broadway to such an extent fhat 
it was rebuilt and remodeled into 
the present fine structure. 


At the time of .the fire, Police 


Sergeant Charles Phinney (now 
Chief Phinney) was alone In po- 
lice headquarters on the ground 
floor of the building, answering the 
calls coming in over the police 
signal system from the patrolmen 
on street duty. 


Suddenly a man stuck his head 


through the open window and 
said: "The city hall is on fire." 


Phinney immediately got busy 


and notified Chief of Police J. 
Allan Wood and began calling in 
all of the policemeri off duty to 
report at once to the city hall. 


In the meantime the fire bells 


sounded the call to the fire de- 
partments, and when Fire Chief 
Joseph L. »Murphy reached the 
lire he promptly turned Jn a sec- 
ond and then a third alarm, call- 
ing out all of the fire fighting 
equipment in the city. 


During the course of fighting 


the fire the fire chief was cut 
just above the ear. while a num- 
ber of firemen were injured. 


The most seriously injured was 


Captain Edward Albrecht. who 
suOcred a broken leg, fractured 
ribs and a back injury, and was 
removed to the Kingston Hospital. 


Among the firemen injured were 


Eugene Krum. Joseph Emmick, 
W. J. Ferguson, Harry Taylor, 
rlarold Sanford, A. H. Rogers and 
William McElrath.

So would deferred farm 
workers who left their jobs with- 
out draft board permission. 


The' House bill provides five 


years imprisonment and' S10.000 
fine for men from 18 to 45 who 
defy Selective Service orders to 
take more vital jobs, or to remain 
in essential war work.
